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Jt  is  a  rare  occasion  for  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  Board  employees 
attending  out-of-state  meetings 
when  the  question  doesn't  come  up:  "So, 
what  are  Baptists  fighting  about  in  your 
state?"  Aside  from  being  a  sad  commen¬ 
tary  on  the  status  of  cooperation  among 
Southern  Baptists  in  general,  the  ques¬ 
tion  is  often  accompanied  by  a  long  sigh 
and  a  look  of  weariness  betray¬ 
ing  the  fact  that  such  battles 
have  been  going  on  in  too  many 
places  for  tar  too  long. 

One  of  the  most  devastating 
weapons  in  Satan's  arsenal  has 
to  be  disunity  among  the  fel¬ 
lowship  of  believers.  vVe  know 
drat  because  he  uses  it  so  often 
and  with  such  debilitating 
effectiveness.  The  results  speak 
for  themselves. 

In  several  "old  line" 
Southern  Baptist  states,  there 
are  now  two  state  conventions. 
In  some  places,  there  are  two 
Baptist  state  newspapers.  In 
other  places  even  the 
Cooperative  Program  isn't  very 
cooperative,  having  been 
carved  up  to  represent  diverse  factions 
that  have  very  little  in  <

meeting  to  praise  the  Lord,  tend  to  the 
business  of  the  convention,  connect  with 
old  friends  and  former  co-workers,  find 
out  what's  new  in  ministry,  and  —  did  I 
mention  this  already?  —  praise  the  Lord. 

That's  where  the  focus  of  the  meeting 
will  be,  because  praising  die  Lord  is  what 
Mississippi  Baptists  do  when  they  get 
together.  There  may  indeed  be  issues 
raised  that  pit  one  brother  against  another 
on  die  floor  of  the  convention.  There  may 
indeed  be  disagreement  over  those  issues 
but,  if  Mississippi  Baptists  remain  true  to 
form,  there  won  t  be  disunity.  The  issues 
will  be  heard  and  acted  upon,  and  the 
body  of  churches  known  as  tne  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  will  move  forward. 

Mississippi  Baptists  obviously  have  a 
great  respect  for  one  another,  and  an 
unshakable  faith  in  each  other.  That's 
evident  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the 
convention.  Like  most  organizations  the 
size  of  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Convention,  there  are  many  viewpoints 
on  the  present  and  future  direction  of  the 
convention.  Those  viewpoints,  and  die 
people  who  express  them,  are  treated 
fairly  and  diplomatically,  free  of  insult 
and  personal  attack.  That's  not  true  in  all 
state  Baptist  conventions. 


Mississippi  Baptists  should 
themselves  now  fortunate  we  are 
Bed  and  how  blessed  we  are  by  that  unity. 
Every  Mississippi  Baptist  should  take  time 
to  serve  as  a  messenger  from  his/her 
church.  Every  church  m  die  convention 
should  be  represented  by  messengers. 
Unlike  many  Christian  denominations 
where  an  unapproachable  ecclesiastical 
hierarchy  hands  down  edicts  from  on  high, 
the  leadership  of  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Convention  is  entrusted  to  the  churches. 

Under  our  system  of  polity,  the 
churches  oversee  the  convention,  not  the 
other  way  around.  It's  a  wonderful  sys¬ 
tem  of  governance,  and  has  served  us 
well  in  Mississippi  for  almost  200  years. 

Every  Mississippi  Baptist  should  see 
it  for  themselves.  Ask  your  pastor  how 
to  attend  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Convention  as  a  messenger.  If  your  pas¬ 
tor  isn't  sure,  ask  him  to  call  (800)  748- 
1651,  ext.  201,  to  find  out  how  to  get 
involved  in  the  annual  meeting. 

That  way,  when  we  are  asked  the 
regrettable  but  inevitable  question, 
“What  are  Baptists  fighting  about  in 
your  state?"  tne  answer  will  be,  "The 
only  fight  in  our  state  is  the  one  to  brim 
Mississippi  and  the  world  to  Jesus,  an 
we're  alt  in  agreement  on  that!"

'Fireproof  posts  large  opening  weekend  attendance 

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP)  —  Audiences 
turned  out  in  force  Sept.  26-28  for  die  open¬ 
ing  week  of  Fireproof,  the  latest  film  from 
the  makers  of  die  2006  surprise  hit  Facing 
the  Giants. 

Fireproof  generated  the  second -highest 
average  revenue  in  theaters  this  past  week¬ 
end,  beaten  only  by  Eagle  Eye,  a  thriller  that 
showed  in  four  times  as  many  theaters  and 
cost  160  times  as  much  to  make. 

Across  the  country,  people  hungry  for 
family  friendly  films  packed  die  839  the¬ 
aters  where  Fireproof  was  showing. 

Attendance  was  boosted  by  churches  that 
promoted  die  film  to  their  members  and  in 
some  cases  bought  out  theaters  as  an  out¬ 
reach  to  their  communities. 

In  Starke,  Fla.,  almost  20%  of  the  entire 
population  of  die  dty  saw  the  movie,  said 
Joe  Fennell,  executive  pastor  of  First  Church. 

The  congregation  contracted  with  the  local 
theater  to  snow  Fireproof  free  to  all  comers 
and  in  three  days  1,121  people  attended  a 
screening  in  die  north  Florida  dty. 

Moviegoers  came  from  "across  the  spec¬ 
trum,”  Fennell  said.  Church  members 
brought  co-workers  and  neighbors,  and 
non-believers  came  because  it  was  free.  He 
said  he  was  especially  pleased  to  see  sever¬ 
al  engaged  couples  in  tne  audience. 

1  think  die  movie  will  provide  a  good 
foundation  for  them  and  increase  their  com¬ 
munication.  It  is  an  encouragement  for 
healthy  marriages,  too,”  Fennell  said. 

A  church  staff  member  or  volunteer  was 
on-site  for  each  showing  and  packets  of 
evangelistic  material  were  distributed  at  the 
end  of  the  movie,  Fennell  said.  One  piece  in 
die  packet  promoted  a  six-week  sermon 
series  on  marriage  that  senior  pastor  Rodney 
Coe  will  begin  preaching  October  5. 

"As  in  many  churches,  we  have  mar¬ 
riages  that  are  struggling,  and  this  is  what 
prompted  our  pastor  to  preach  die  series 
after  the  movie,"  Fennell  said.  "We  hope 
people  jvill  find  in  die  movie  enough  truth 


Gospel  and  truth  about  typical  mar¬ 


riage  that  they  will  think  that  their  own 
marriage  is  worth  saving." 

Ashley  Nelson  of  Arlington,  Texas,  who 
saw  the  movie  on  opening  weekend,  agreed. 

This  movie  addresses  the  needs  that 
many  couples  struggle  with  in  marriage  - 
the  need  to  be  respected,  the  need  for  com¬ 
munication,  but  ultimately,  the  need  for 
Christ  as  the  center  of  the  marriage,"  said 
Nelson,  who  is  engaged  to  be  married.  "Just 
as  Head  Fireproof  characters]  Caleb  and 
Catherine  realize,  married  couples  need  to 
understand  God’s  true  and  pure  love  before 
they  can  truly  love  their  spouse." 

Kathy  Steele,  an  assistant  professor  at  New 
Orleans,  believes  Fireproof  will  be  a  great 
encouragement  to  couples  in  difficult  marri^es. 

"I  believe  this  movie  can  have  a  huge 


impact  on  marriages.  It  is  extremely  realistic 
ana  deals  with  problems  that  are  real  in  mar¬ 
riages  today,"  Steele  said.  1  think  one  of  the 
greatest  ways  this  movie  could  strengthen 
marriages  is  that  it  can  give  hope  to  one  part¬ 
ner  who  really  wants  to  change  die  marriage, 
that  if  they  change,  die  marriage  can  change. 

"1  think  Fireproof  could  spark  a  new 
wave  of  Christians  seeking  to  love  their 
marital  partners  unconditionally,  and  to 
realize  it  has  to  be  practical,  everyday 
ways  they  treat  each  other,"  Steele 
added.  "My  hope  is  that  the  neutral  story 
of  another  couple,  seen  from  the  ’inside,’ 
will  motivate  Christian  couples  in  our 
churches  to  start  seeking  to  be  more  obe¬ 
dient  to  Christ  in  how  they  respond  to 
each  other."

GEESE  ON  THE  GO 

Geese  are  smart  birds. 
They  fly  south  in  the  winter 
and  fly  pack  north  during  the 
summer.  The  migration  of 
migratory  birds  and  animals 
is  a  fascinating  study  that  sci¬ 
ence  has  looked  into  over  the 
years.  While  they  may  have 
discovered  some  of  the  ways 
that  geese  know  to  start  flying 
and  they  may  have  some  indi¬ 
cation  of  the  way  they  find 
the  path  to  go  where  they  are 
supposed  to  fly,  the  reality  is 
there  is  still  room  for  some 
discussion  and  understand¬ 
ing.  I  got  to  thinking  about 
these  incredible  birds  when 
on  the  morning  of  August  9, 
2008,  I  saw  the  first  V-Iorma- 
tion  of  Canada  geese  headed 
south.  Then  the  very  next  day 
on  Sunday  afternoon  I  saw 
another  V-formation  headed 
south  which  I  do  not  believe 
could  possibly  have  been  the 
first  group  because  I  was  so 
many  miles  west  of  where  I 
had  spotted  the  first  group 
going  south. 

How  did  they  get  so  smart? 
Who  told  them  to  start  flying 
down  to  the  south  ana 
beyond?  I  can  tell  you  with¬ 
out  the  date  that  in 
Mississippi,  August  9  and  10 
are  still  warm,  hot,  humid 
days.  To  my  knowledge, 
there  has  never  been  an  ice 
storm  in  Mississippi  in  the 
middle  of  August.  Yet  there 
they  are  headed  south  so  they 
will  not  get  caught  in  all  of 
that  bad  bone-chilling  weath¬ 
er.  Seriously,  who  tells  those 
birds  to  take  off,  where  to  go, 
and  how  to  get  there? 

Through  the  years,  some 
have  thought  that  the  gradual 
change  in  the  plants  —  living, 
producing,  and  dying  —  indi¬

know  where  they  are  going. 
They  carry  no  maps.  They 
don't  fly  according  to  the  lay¬ 
out  of  interstate  highways  yet 
they  get  where  they  are  going. 
To  me  one  of  the  finest  things 
that  has  come  into  existence  m 
all  of  the  new  tangled 
wingding  gadgets  that  have 
come  on  the  market  in  the  last 
few  years  is  the  little  GPS 
instrument.  Nothing  has 
impressed  me  as  much  as  it  has. 
There  are  many  different  kinds 
on  die  market  and  I  think  all  of 
them  work  about  the  same.  In 
my  case  if  I  know  where  I  am 
going  and  I  give  the  address  to 
that  gadget,  die  little  lady  starts 
telling  me  where  to  turn  and 
what  to  do.  She  knows  what 
she  is  talking  about  and  can  get 
me  right  where  I  need  to  be.  I 
do  not  understand  how  all  of 
that  stuff  works,  but  I  do  know 
that  there  is  a  guidance  system 

gven  to  us  from  heaven.  The 
xipture  says,  "Trust  in  the 
Lord  with  all  thine  heart  and 
lean  not  unto  thine  own  under¬ 
standing;  in  all  of  thy  ways 
acknowledge  him  and  he  shall 
direct  thy  paths"  (Prov.  3:5-6). 
When  I  see  folks  who  are  flying 
in  die  wrong  direction  or  some¬ 
times  flying  in  circles,  I  think 
how  a  word  from  God,  who  is 
able  to  give  us  clear,  concise, 
accurate,  and  fulfilling  direc¬ 
tions  for  life,  is  so  desperately 
needed.

The  group,  dubbed  the 
Amethyst  Initiative  after  a 
Greek  gemstone  believed  to 
ward  on  intoxication,  noted  in 
a  statement  that  Congress 
passed  the  National  Minimum 
Drinking  Age  Act  in  1984, 


tion  on  any  state  setting  its 
drinking  age  lower  than  21. 

'Twenty-four  years  later,  our 
experience  as  college  and  uni¬ 
versity  presidents  convinces  us 
that  21  is  not  working,"  the 
group  of  presidents  ana  chan¬ 
cellors  said.  "A  culture  of  dan¬ 
gerous,  clandestine  ’binge- 
drinking'  —  often  conducted 
off-campus  —  has  developed. 

"Alcohol  education  that  man¬ 
dates  abstinence  as  the  only 
legal  option  has  not  resulted  in 
significant  constructive  behav¬ 
ioral  change  among  our  stu¬ 
dents,"  they  added.  "Adults 
under  21  are  deemed  capable  of 
voting,  signing  contracts,  serv- 
on  juries  and  enlisting  in  die

"I  remember  college  cam¬ 
puses  when  we  had  18-year-old 
drinking  ages,  and  I  honestly 
believe  we’ve  made  some 
progress,"  die  former  secretary 
of  health  and  human  services 
during  the  Clinton  administra¬ 
tion  told  AP.  To  just  shift  it 
back  down  to  die  nigh  schools 
makes  no  sense  at  all?' 

Mothers  Against  Drunk 
Driving  says  lowering  the 
drinking  age  would  lead  to 
more  ratal  car  wrecks.  AP 
reported,  and  die  group  thinks 
the  coalition  of  college  presi¬ 
dents  is  looking  for  an  easy 
way  out  of  a  problem  they’d 
ratner  not  deal  with  on  their 
campuses.  MADD  officials,  AP 
said,  have  urged  parents  to 
consider  the  safety  of  colleges 
whose  presidents  signed  die 
statement.
